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Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the location of the drawings in the middle 
of the specification is not in accordance with current office practice. 

Further, the quality of the drawings, which are copies of photographs, is poor and 
it cannot be determined if all of the structure set forth in the specification is shown in the 
drawings. 

The reference characters used in the descriptions of the drawings are not found 
in the drawings. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
ever While the traction pads are described as being shown in figures 1 and 3, and the 
harness is described as being shown in figure 2, these photographs do not show how 
the traction pads are connected to the harness, or how the harness is mounted to the 
wheel. In fact, it is not clear if the harness is shown at all. 

Therefore, the traction pads connected to the harness must be shown or the 
feature canceled from the claims. 

No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because it is not arranged in the order currently 
preferred by the office. 

The specification is written in a narrative and informal manner. 

While the specification appears to adequately describe the invention, it cannot be 
certain that a full description has been provided because the drawings are so poor and 
many of the features are not shown clearly. Therefore, the specification as written 
currently is not objected to for clarity or enablement, but the disclosure as a whole is 
objected to as indefinite. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. It is clear that Applicant is not familiar with the prosecution of patent applications.

5. Claims 1-17 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. 

The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one sentence form only. 
Note the format of the claims in the Drum patent cited, for example. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kinnucan (US Patent 2858871). 

As the claims are best understood, Kinnucan teaches a traction device for a dual 
tire assembly in which a harness 7, 8 is mounted between the tires 5, 6, and traction 
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pads 10, 1 1 may be attached to the harness as needed to provide traction to the vehicle 
in an emergency. 

Basically, the patent to Kinnucan shows all the structure of the claims as they are 
understood based on the disclosure of the application. 



Double Patenting 

8. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

9. Claims 1-17 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-17 of copending Application No. 10/823743. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 

Basically, the claims are rejected because they are the same as the claims filed 
in Applicant's copending application. The US Patent Office permits only one patent for 
each claimed invention. If possible, it is suggested that Applicant amend the claims of 
at least one of the applications so that the claims in one application are different from 
the claims in the other. Alternatively, one of the applications can be abandoned. 
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Conclusion 



1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The other patents cited show other dual wheel traction devices. 
Note especially the patents to Patrick et al and Kinnucan 3581797.
